DEBATE ON ''BLOOD SPORTS ”’ 
—— 
A debate on “ Blood Sports” took place’ 


at a meeting of the College Historical Society, 
in the Graduates’ Memorial Building, Trinity 
College, Dublin, last night. 


Mr. J. M. Henry, F.,T.C.D., presided. 
Mr. C. W. Grove-White, who opened the 


debate in favour of “ blood sports,” said that 
nowadays in civilised society many of our 
instincts had to be supplemented, or repressed, 
but occasionally we had to yield to some of 
them in order to preserve our sanity. The 
hunting instinct was one that remained with 
us to the present day, and there was a re- 
markable satisfaction to be derived from it. 
If true sporting methods were employed in 
pursuit of any game they could raise no 
objection to them, because they did not iadict 
more cruelty than was inflicted by hunger. 


Mr. W, D. Greene, who spoke against 


“blood sports,” said that the instinct to kill 
animals was of no use in the development of 
the human race, and.‘ blood sport” did 
inflict a certain amount of suffering on 
animals. He thought that that suffering, 
which took place for a very doubtful neces- 
sity, should be taken into consideration. 
These sports had really no practical grounds 
whatever, and any entertainment that they 
might afford was of questionable value.

Regret was expressed at the death of Dr. 
Fannin, arid it was announced that Dr. M.

The financial report, read by Mr. J. E.

An allegation that applications for unem- 
ployment assistance at the Labour Exchanges 
were not sufficiently investigated before being 
rejected, was made by Alderman P. J. Med- 
lar at the meeting of the Dublin Board of 
Assistance yesterday. | 

He said that a man whose claim had been 
refused, and who had _ unsuccessfully ap- 
pealed against this decision, visited him and 
made a sworn statement te the effect that 
he had applied at twelve different places for 
work, and had been unable to get it. This 
man’s card was marked: “ Not genuingly 
seeking work.”’ 

Mr. Medlar suggested that the matter 
should be brought to the notice of the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce. If 
genuine claims for unemployment were re- 
fused in this manner, the Board would have 
to meet a big increase in outdoor relief pay- 
ments. 

Subsequently, a resolution by Mr. Medlar, 
seconded by the Chairman (Mr. P. 8. Doyle, 
T.D.), was passed directing the attention of 
the Minister to the matter. ' 

One of the relief supervisors, Mr. J. J. 
Healy, remarked that the case in question 
was that of a man who worked as a “ handy 
man,' and therefore he had no stamped 
cards, . 

The supervising relieving officers reported 
that during last week 6, cases were re- 
lieved at a cost of £3,035, an increase of 
twenty-nine cases (£5-16s.) on the figures for 
the previous week. Vouchers for nearl 
seven and three quarter tons of free b 
were issued.
